Frostod Grasses and Sorghum 

Use care in grazing frosted 
sweet sorghum and grain sorghum. 
Two ways to handle these are to 
turn in one animal and test it 
out, or a better way, let the sor- 
ghum dry after frost. In this 
way, there is no mòre danger 
from prussie acid. 

Laboratory test of frosted sor- 
ghum samples may not be repre- 
sentative of the entire field. One 
part of the field may be free 
from the poison, while just down

Crumbs may cause short circuit 
if you let them accumulate in the 
toaster. If your toaster doesn’t 
have a crumb tray, remove the 
crumbs by shaking it gently and 
turning it over several times. 

Be sure the chrome sole plate 
on dry hand irons is clean and 
steam iron openings unplugged.

ears ago we changed to a medium 
Aan of living budget. We priced 
merchandise in different cities 
of Mississippi and arrived at bud- 
get for one old person of ap- 
proximately $61 depending on 
cost of rent, which cannot be 
averaged. - 

We find the expected income 
of the applicant and deduct 
that from $61. The result is 
the amount of budget deficit. 

At the presont time we are pay- 

ing 75 per cent of tho budget- 

ary doficit. ` 

You might say that $61 is not 
enough to live on, and we would 
be inclined to agree. But had 
you thought that the Federal Gov- 
ernment only allows $50 per de- 
pendent person on our personal 
income tax? Federal puts up 
most of the money we give wel- 
fare clients. 

The number of people over 65 
in Mississippi is increased at the 
rate of about 5.000 per year and 
will continue to rise until 1980 
according to US Census estimates. 
To continue our program at its 
present figure of a maximum of 
$30 and care for the increased 


lload, will take $19,500,000 for the 


next biennium, as compared to 
$17,500,000 for present biennium. 

Wo do not see how the 
State, in view of the other pro- 
grams’ expanded needs, can 
givo more than $19,500,000 to 

welfare, 

It will take around $30 million 
to raise the maximum to $55 and 
continue to give those now get- 
ting under $30 the amount they 
are now getting. As stated abore 
we are now paying 75 per cent 
of budgetary deficit. All those 
now getting less than $30 are re- 
ceiving the full $75 per cent. 
Only those whose deficit entit- 
les them to more than $30 (but 
now can only get $30 because of 
the maximum) will get more than 
they are now getting by raising the 
maximum. 

To raise the percentage from 
$75 per cent of deficit to $100 
per cent so that all would get a 
raise would require $8 million 
more than the $30 million, or a 
total of $38 million. 

If the maximum is raised and 
we get $19.5 million as needed 
to carry the program on the 
present basis of 75 per cent of 
budget, then every person who 
gets a check less than $30 will 
have his check cut for we would 
have to cut the percentage from 
75 per cent to 60 or 50 per 
cent depending on what maxi- 
mum is established. 

Any dollar raise above $30 will 
have to be 50c state and 50c 
Federal, while in a $30 grant the 
State pays $7.50 and Federal 
$22.50.
